The Democratic press persistently 
avoids making the present campaign 
on issnes of principle. The whole 
strevuth of the Democratic attack con- 
sists in the reiteration of old stories 
reflecting upon the character of Gen- 
eral Garfield. The Republican press 
has sufficiently replied to these per- 
sona! attacks. The charges against 
the Republican nominee were long 
age disproved, They never had any 
existence infact. The Gazerre holds 
that it bas fully auswered and refuted 
the De Golyer charge, the Credit-Mo- 
bilier charge, and the Back-Pay 
charge. They are the three Demo- 
cratic “argunents” of the camprign. 

It is needless fur Republican news- 
papersto keep going over the same 
ground. It is good policy on the part 


_ of the Democra's to seek to make the 


choice ot President a personal one. 
They desire to distract the attention 
of their opponents from the principles 
at stuke. But the canvass is bound to 
turp, seoner or later, ou their issues. 
The charges of personal corruption 
against Garfield are already worn 
threadbare. The fight must get down 
to the main issues at last. 

The strict investigation of the Dem- 
ocratic charges against Garfield re- 
quires from any individual voter a 
great deal of time. There is mach 
confused and contradictory testimony 
bearing upon them. But in deciding 
upon them there is @ consideration 
which will be of the greatest weight 
with every ivtelligent voter. The 
charges referred to were long ago sub- 
mitted to the tribuval of an Ohio con- 
stituency, and after a most thorough 
discussion, during & most heated can- 
vass, that constituency gave & Ver 
dict of not guilty. 

The Ohio constituency which has 
been for seventeen years represented 
in Congtess by General Garficld is 
shown by census reports to be the 
most literate of avy in the United 
States. It has always been well- 
known as extremely jealous of the 
character of its representatives. In 
1874, when General Garfield came be- 
fore this constituency for reelection, 
a most determined effort was made to 
defeat him. The very charges of cor- 
ruption pow made against him were 
printed on newspaper sheets 1n New 
York and scattered broadcast through 
his district. The accused met them 
boldly with tongue and pen. He 80 
effectually disproved them that, when 
the day of election arrived, he led the 
whole Republican ticket. He had 
even a larger vote than was polled for 
Gcvernor Noyes, a man of great per- 
sonal popularity, and one against 
whom no personal attack had been 
made. This victory of General Gar- 
field’s was gained, too, in a year which 
brought many Republican defeats. 

Iu spite of the diligent search of the 
Democrats, nothing new has been un- 
earthed during this campaign, notb- 
ing but the same old charges of which 
Gen. Garfield was acquitted by his 
constituents in 1874. There is no 
more evidence now than there was 
then. The case is exactly the same. 
Senator Thurman, a political oppo- 
nent, admitted at*that time that there 
was no ground for any charge of per- 
sonal corruption against Garfield. 
Many leading Democrats, such as 
Judge Black, have expressed the 
game opinion. 

In view of such facts as these, it is 
hard to see how any fair-minded man, 
open to conviction, can attach much 
weight in this campaign to the Dem- 
ocratic attacks upon the personal char- 
acter of the Republican nominee.

Among them were Captain E.J. Smith, 
Horace Beach, Sam Young, — — Crow 
and others. The Col. bears his sixty 
years lightly, and is as approachable 
as in the days when he wore a woolen 
shirt and cowhide boots. His life has 
been very eventful. He is a New 
Yorker by birth, and of an old Eng- 
lish family. He married an xaccom- 
plished lady from New York city, and 
they have lived to see their two yirls 
marry about the richest men in the 
world,and become the every-day com- 
panions of Kings and Queens. since 
his last visit to America he has been 
made amember of the “Fra Gli Arcidi,” 
a very high honor in the literary 
world. Count Telfener is a man of 
great energy and enterprise. Heis an 
engineer by profession, and has built 
some very important railroads in Eu- 
rope and South America. He has 
tried many experiments to elevate the 
poor of his country.

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The Kinkead Embezzlement Case Dis- 
missed, 


The argument of counsel in the 
Kinkead embezzlement case came to 
an end in the Justice’s court last Wed- 
nesday. The testimony was in Wed- 
nesday noon. At one o’clock District 
Attorney Bowman opened the case for 
the prosecution. Gen, R. M. Clarke 
and C. 8. Varian followed for the de- 
fence. W. M. Boardman closed for 


the prosecution last night, in a three 
hours’ speech. The Court took the 
cxse under consideration uutil 10 
v’clock Thursday morning. 

The main facts in the case, in brief 
are these: On March 1, 1879, B. E. 
Hunter deposited with James H. Kin- 
kead or the Reno Savings Bank a 
check for $700, the same to be paid to 
the Bank of California on delivery of 
acertain deed. The depositor re 
ceived a memorandum of the deposit 


{on what is called a “bank slip.” The 


inoney so deposited was not paid over 
to the Bank of California, and the de- 
posit figures among the general liabili- 
ties of the broken bank. Mr. Hunter 
lately swore outa complaint against 
the defendant, Kinkead, alleging em- 
bezzlement of his deposit. Hence the 
suit. 

Justice Young last Thursday dis- 
charged the prisoner, on the principal 
ground that the sum deposited was a 
general, not a special deposit.

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Fast Traveling in England. 


The train which recently conveyed 
the Lord Mayor and his party from 
London to Scarborough, July 31st, 
consisting of one engine and six car 
riages, left King’s Cross at 1:59, and 
ran straight through to Grantham, a 
distance of 165 miles, at an average 
rate of 521¢ miles au hour, The rua 
from Grantham to York, 82 miles 
further on, was completed by 5:36 p. 
M., three hours and thirty-seven min- 
utes and a half after leaving London, 
allowing for a ten minutes’ stop at 
Grantham. The speed from Grantham 
to Newark averaged 59 miles an hour, 
from Grantham to Retford 5824 miles, 
from Grantham to Doncaster 58, 
from Grantham to Selby 58, and from 
Grantham to York 57 miles an hour. 
Such an average speed as this last, 
over 8214 successive miles, with three 
slowings down at Retford, Doncaster 
and Selby, has probably never been 
equalled before. The 59 miles from 
Claypole (near Newark) to Selby were 
run in 604% minutes,

MOTHER BRICKERDYKE. 


Some Aecount of one of the Famous 
Wemen ef the War—Her Mecting 
with Secretary Schurz at Reno. 


Prof. J. G. Lemmon of Oakland 
writes as follows to the S. F. Bulletin, 
concerning a well known resident of 
this county: | 

While at Reno the other day I hud 
the good furtune to meet with *“Moth- 
er Brickerdyke,’ as the Union boys 
used to call her. No aduit lover of 
his country. needs to be told who thi- 
lady is, or what hereventful and woe- 
ful history. Living at Galesburg, I!1.. 
at the time of the breaking eut of the 
rebellion, she at once hastened int» 
the field, bearing a commi-sion from 
the Governor of her State as Matron 
of Field Tlospitals,. So discriminat- 
ing, careful and executive was she 


the general Officers, Who acquiesced in 
and generally assisted in carrying out 
her measures of relief. She wus al- 


wuys at her po-t ino the front, often 
exposed to direct fire, and made a tar- 
yet for rebel bullet-, but was spared 
to perform much needed work ali 
through the war and since. Thous- 
anils of sold:ers came uoder her im-

A Vain fearch for the Uneaplored 
Cavern —scientific Inte:est in the 
Exploration—Another Attempt to be 
Made to Find the Elusive ()pening. 


A party of seven persons, including 
a GAzETTE reporter, all on horse 
back, left Reno Sunday for the 
purpose of exploring the cave to 
which reference was made in the Ga- 
zETTE last week. Tie young man 
who professed a knowledge of the 
conntry, and voluoteered as guide, 


of the Peavine mountains, miles out 
of their course. The best part of the 
day was consumed io climbing up 
steep canyons and over mountain 
ridges, When it became evident that 
the party bad lost their way, » con- 
sultatiuon was had, anc it was pro- 
posed to kill the guide and leave his 
hones to whiten upon the mountain 
op, but merciful counsels prevailed, .

A scientific friend of the writer's 
sends the fullowing note from San 
Francisco: 


“IT see you are going to explore a 
cave near Verdi. Take a pick and 
shovel with you, and be sure to save 
every bone you find in the cave, Of 
course they will be found in the earth 
that covers the floor, if avywhere. 
We had a cave bear on this coast co- 
temporaneous with the cave bear of 
Eurupe. No systematic exploration 
ot caves has been made in Califorpia 
or Nevada. Cope, when here, Bot 
into a limestone cave on the McCloud 
river, and in one exploration secured 
more specimens of various kinds than 
any other collector ever did. The 
cave bear (ursus speles) is found in 
Europe and Americ&~in caves, fre- 
quently associated with the remains 
of pre-historic mao. Every bone aod 
every object found in the floors of 
these caves, if preserved, and the fact 
of the finding, and where, and all the 
circumstances, are of the greatest tn- 
terest in determining the former his- 
tory uf the earth. If you take exact 
netes and make a careful search in 
the floor, you can probably add some 
important facts to the science of 
paleontulogy. If the cave is exten- 
sive it is probably of limestone forma- 
tion.” 


If the next expedition doesn't re- 
turn to Reno with a sack full of bones 
of the wrsus peleus, it will be because 
there is no cave or no bear bones 
in it.

TURKEY FARMING. 


ATurkey Ranch Near Renic—The Ad- 
vant«gesof Washoe Valley for Pou!- 
try Kaising--How to Keep Down the 
Grasshoppers and Muke Mouey. 


J. M. Forsyth has a peultry ranch 
near the northern entrance to the race 
truck. He has been in the business 
of poultry raising for years, coming to 
Reno from Califoroia last March. This 
season be has devoted his time princi- 
pally to raising tarkeys. He now has a 
flock‘of 399 of these birdsin fine con- 
dition. He had 500, but has lost neariy 
200. Some of them were stolen, but 
the majority died from over indal- 
yence in grasshoppers. 

Mr. Forsyth says that Washoe val- 
ley is the best place to raise turkeys 
that he knows of. In California tur- 
keys are subject to epidemics which 
sonmetimes carry of an entire flock. 
Nearly all the turkeys in Culiforuia 
have perished this year from sickness 
—at least in those district- from which 
he has heard. ‘Turkeys thrive and fatten 
fast on grasshoppers. It was the ex- 
pectation of an abundance of grass- 
hoppers which induced him to come 
to Reno this year. 

Mr. Forsyth says that turkeys stand 
cold better than chickens. He thinks 
poultry raising in this section, if 
properly carried on, should prove a
